WASHINGTON, D. U., Jan. 7.—In the Guiteau 
case this morning Mr. Davidge opened with 
arguments upon the legal points, and was fol- 
lowed with the closestattention, The jury were 
told by the Judge that they might be excused 
for the day, but ali preferred to remain and 
listen to the argumenta, 

THE PRISONER 
assured the counsel he would not ask to take 
part in the legal arguments today, but he should 
insist upon making “any comments be might 
deem necessary to set them right on either 
eide.”” As the argument progressed, Guiteau 
pretended to read a letter, but in reality fol- 
lowed Davidge with the closest attention. The 
few interruptions he made were unnoticed by 
cougsel, save when Guiteau called out: “I! 
didn’t know the difference between right and 
wrong. I had no choice. If I bad, I would not 
have none it.” ‘To this Davidge said: “ We will 
come to that by and by. 
THE FIRST SENSATION 

of the day was caused by the reading of Judge 
Davis’ (of New York) charge to the jury in the 
Coleman murder case. Judge Porter relieved 
Mr. Davidge and read from newspaper slips. 

Scoville, with some impatience, objected to 
eny more dramatic efforts on the part of Judge 
Porter intended for effeet upon the jury, and 
insisted that he (Porter) might as well read a 
stump speech to the jury; that he (Porter) knew 
that it had no bearing upon the case. 

“Of course he knows it,”” Guiteau shouted, 
“and more tnan that, the jury decided the case 
directly against the charge of the court.” 

Judge Porter repelled the intimation, and in- 
sisted that this faroe, which had so long been 
enacted by the counsel for the defense, must 
now stop; if not rebuked by the Court it would 
be by others. 

JUDGE COX ENDED THE DISPUTE 
by saying the matter read was undoubtedly au- 
thority. Its applicability to this ease could be 
commented upon by counsel at the proper time. 

As Davidge resumed, Guiteau again shouted: 
* lwant to get this thing right before the jury.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were not so actiye, but were stronger. 
Money was easy ana was quoted at 4@i'4 per 
cent. The bank stutement wus favorable, and 
was made on rising averages whicb promise still 
better returns next week. All the important 
changes of the day were in favor of higher 
prices, and an uncommon number of reports, 
and rumors, and bits of gossip were in circula- 
tion tending to instil a feeling of new confidence 
in a coming rise in prices. It was admitted that 
the efforts to settle the railroad war had 
so far been unsuccessful, but it was 
Sanguinely hinted that the stock mar- 
ket might cut away’ from the Vander- 
bilts and run an independedt course. Mr. Van- 
derbilt was said to have borrowed $2,000,000 at a 
low rate, and the presumption was that be had 
borrowed it to buy stocks with. Cautionary ad- 
vice bas been given to the friends of the Van- 
derbilts to cover their shorts and go long of the 
market without delay. The friends of the Van- 
derbilts got advice in the Western Union deal 
that ought to heip them to judge of the value of 
these points. President Roberts, of the Penn- 
sylvania, is stillinflexible in refusing to accept 
the terms proposed for peace, and bis conduct is 
explained down to the level of Wall street con- 
scicnee by the statement that he is short of the 
market. More important rumors are afloat 
of a closer alliance than any yet made 
between the Wabash and the Pennsylvania. It 
wasafear of such an alliance that made Mr. 
Vanderbilt tractable two years ago. Jay Gould 
is said to be seeking for revenge for having been 
deprived of the control of Jersey Central. Pools 
are reported in Ohio & Mississippi, which is to 
be taken out of the hands of the Keceiver, and 
in St. Paul. A new Director of the latter com- 
pauy—Rockefeller, of the Standard Oil Compa- 
ny—is said to bave bought $4,000,000 worth of 
the stock lately. At the close the market was 
weaker on realizations. 

Americim stocks were strong in London. 

Pullman was not so strong in New York. Sales 
were made of 500 shares, all of which were 
taken for Boston, where the quotation was 14% 
hirber than it was in New Yorx. 

Lackawanna was the subject of a savage bear 
aitack, the severest in months. One leading 
operator sold 30,000 shares of it and bought 
12,000. 

“Another prominent broker,”’ as Mr. Gould 
isin the habit of saying in the Worid, stated 
that, on account of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing stocks, the market bad been put lower than 
bad been intended. 

Flint & Pére Marquette earnings for the vear 
ending Dec. 31 are $1,858,256, arainst $1,506,950 of 
last year on the same mileage. This is an in- 
crease of nearly 30 per cent. The preferred 
stock pays 7 per cent.

ANOINTING WITH OIL. 
THE PECULIARITIES OF A KENTUCKY BACK- 
WOODS EVANGELIST. 

Lewistilic Courter-Jvurnal, 

The Rev. George O. Barnes, the famous 
“ mountain evaogelist,”” whose preaching in the 
mountains and the centrai part of Kentucky 
fur the past Ove years bas attracted such great 
attention in the State and from the whole coun- 
try, arrived in Louisville Monday night to boid 
an evangelistic meeting in the city. He was, of 
course, accompanied by his daughter, Miss Ma- 
rie Barnes, who assists him in his meetings and 
jeads the music with her voice and the littie 
“consecrated organ,” which bas been carried 
over the almost trackless wilderness of the 
mountains during all their labore. Mr. Barnes 
has been several times invited to come to Louis- 
ville, Dut be bas heretofore declined on the 
ground that in due time be would be turned to 
the city by the Lord. Lately be has been invit- 
ed by a number of prominent members of ail 
denominations and non-sectarians, and it was at 
first thought the meeting would be held in 
Masonic Temple. Mr. Barnes closed a meet- 
ing at Liberty, Casey County, Sunday night. 
Up to that time the number of confessions ob- 
tained amounted to 20,010. Over 6,000 of these 
have been obtained within the past year. It was 
the intention to open services here Monday 
night, but the train arrived late and the meeting 
was postponed. Mr. Barnes and bis daughter 
are stopping at the residence of Pat Joyce, Esq. 
Monday night the Rev. Mr. Weaver, pastor of 
the Chestnut Street Baptist Church, tendered 
the use of the church to the evangelist, who 
preferred that tothe Masonic Tempte, and the 
meeti were inaugurated yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o clock. congregation during Mr. 
Barnes’ discourse was wowrde 5 4 of stady. So much 
bad been said in advance of his power and pecul- 
jarities that curiosity attracted many. Then, 
there were many lay brothers, strong in thev!l- 
ogy, who were come to sit in judgment upon 
him ang the guspel he preached. He preaches 
solely about Jesus Christ and the atonement. 
He seldom devotes time to any other subject, 
and the plan of salvation he presents 
is one 80 easy that at first the listener 
smiles at the simplicity of the apustie 
who would trust all to so slender a support. But 
his earnestness, the unquestionable sincerity. 
and, more than all, the ivgic, the straightfor- 
wardness of his ideas, and the simplicity of his 
discourse, soun have effect; and it only requires 
time Yor his labors bere to produce the same 
sensation among the people that it has eise- 
where. The first results of bis preaching is to 
sbovk the sensibilities of chnrch-goers and de- 
nominationalists. He uses siaug freely. He 
talks familiarly about sacred things. He uses 
nove but the piainest illustrations. He does not 
hesitate to infuse humor into his sermons, and 
sometimes sets his auditors laughing only to 
bring up suddenly with some tender application 
or some serious lesson drawn from the jeat.
